co ntinuous suburb of Praga. 
Loss of Ossow was aoklowledged 
in the midnight 
Soviet 
c o m m u ­ 
nique, th e first announced loss of 
any importance since the vast vic­ 
tory parade of th e Russian s u m ­ 
mer offensive began June 2 3. 
The Russians never bad 
an­ 
nounced capture of Ossow, m a r k ­ 
ing their closest approach to W ar ­ 
saw since they began the suburban 
siege of the capital Ju ly 31 after 
seizing Wolomin, IO miles north­ 
east . 
This was the second day 
that 
the Russians had reported German 
counterattacks 
before 
Warsaw, 
hut they made clear that the price 
the Nazis paid for this fractional 
success was exorbitant. 
The comm uniq ue reported that 
on all fronts Tuesday the Germans 
lost 118 tanks, raising the 
two- 
day total of German armor losses 
to 2 32 and implying that a great 
percentage of these were in front 
of Warsaw.

A list of th e open stands, 
all of which are in the n o rthern 
b rit of the state, can be obtained 
from th e Minnesota D epartment of 
Conservation.
